‘THE BIRTH OF 1891 CELEBRATED WITH 
NOISY DEMONSTRATIONS. 


Big Whistles ‘Blew, Small Horns Tooted 


and Bells Clanged to Announce 
Death of the Old Year and Welcome in 
the New. 


Eighteen hundred and ninety-one came in 
. with a blowing of whistles,. ringing of bells, 
firing of arms, small and great, tooting of 
horns and general noisy demonstration, 
which awakened sleepers and roused the City, 

Strangely enough the a@mall boy exhibited 
no knowledge of squibs and bombs. at Christ- 
mas time. He seemedto have no practical 
knowledge of noise-producing  contri- 
vances, and the. adult population took 
heart at this evidence of reform. 
How misled those persons were who 
thought the silence meant reform last 
night. had witness. Other years have come 
with clamor, have rung and whigtied their 
way into existence, have announced their 
approach with tumult of discordant sounds, 
but few have had so terrific an introduction 
to the town. 

Year 1890 had three minutes more to live 
when a bell broke In upon the stillness, toll- 
ing as rapidly as the ri r could make its 
cumbersome weight rise and fall. It was 
away off in North St. Louis, and 
listeners laughed at the attempted jollity 
of the usually solemn welcomer. It had the 
city to itself for quite a minute before a shrill 
and shrieking whigtle tried tocry it down. 

DISCORD SET FREE. 

This was the signal for a broadside of dis- 
cord, the charivari of. the New Year. 
Whistles from far and near, tons of coal, 
barrels of water, blown inone powerful ef- 
fort to drown all other sounds, Bells, horns 
and bombs added their bulk of sound. Rock- 
ets shot across the sky. lending their streams 
of color to. jUuminate the way the New Year 
must come down. 

On the stroke of 12 the ren of whistles, 
hornsand bells+was at its height. Every 
factory had {ts voice in the welcoming. The 
shrill whistle had a power it does not have on 
other mornings. The deep oo roarer hada 
wider reach,’a more meten pe . geen in 
its steam How-are- -yo A 
dy’! of the small, Menacats mill affair had 
lost its nagging, nap-destroying quality and 
seemed as jolly as sthe horns. 

And the horns! Was there ever'so much In- 
genuity expended on harmony destroyers, so 
many violations of construction rules in the 
production of these pipes. There were imi. 
ations. of all the pigs that squeal, all the 
sheep that bleat, all the whistles blown. 

A HUMOROUS QUINTETTE. 

The 5-cent squeaker and the $10 combina 
tion thunder trumpet, with all the interme- 
diate varieties had their places in the pro- 
cession of the welcoming sounds. 

Boys and men were atthe mouthpieces; in 
the western suburbs the ris added all the 
ener sy and contents of their lungs tothe gen- 
eral oh -burl Growds swarmed upon the 

rinci streets frum allof the resorts, and 
or an hour or more after midnight marched 
back and forth trying the temper of 
their horns. In * the crowd on 
Olive street there were five young men; four 
carried one horn upon their shoulders which 
the fifth blew. ‘To his roaring they added all 
the noise they could produce on four small 
horns of unrelated keys. 

Another group of “gee a dozen men and 
boys carried cowbells tin horns, anda 
company of clerks froma hardware establish- 
ment carried dinner bells of all sizes. The 
cable gripmen rang their ngs furiously, 
and the unequipped lifted up their voices 
with the howling dogs

This is as much as those directly connected 
with the combined companies will say and 
they all hold that matters are yet in such an

THE FARMERS’ ALLIANCE. 

In connection with the consolidation it has 
been stated that the Alliance will take a hand 
inthe farm machinery business and try to 
make arrangements which will protect the 
farmers from the payment of profits tothe 
agent and to the salesmen of the 
manufacturers, A representative of 
the Farmers’ Alliance and Laborers’ Union 
made the statement that an effort was now 
being made to have the manufacturers sup- 
ply the farmers through the alliance agen.- 
cles, This arrangement would do away with 
the cost of traveling salesmen and the profits 
of the wholesale dealers. 

The Alliance men seem to think that it is 
rather more advisable to make a mutually 
prota ie arrangement with the trust than 

tistotry and fight it by establishing a co- 
operative manufactory. The new turnaffairs 
have taken will in any event work some radi- 
cal changes in the harvest machine mnstnens 
and it remains to be seen in what position t 
farmer will be left.

Mr. Terpening denied the story in 
the strongest terms and said further that he 
had no intention of going into the business to 
fight the trust with Mr. Timmerman or 
anyone else; that he had no surplus cash to 
invest in any such enterprise.

Politics in City Government.

The goyernment of a great city is a matter 
of practical business. It relates tothe main- 
tenance of order, the cleaning and lighting of 
streets, the regulation of parks and other 
business matters not one of which bears any 
proper relation to poltical questions. The 
problem of good municipal government les 
solely in the selection of fit men for municipal 
office, and ifthe matter be treated: upon its 
own merits, without partisan . entangle- 
ments, it makes no manner of differ- 
ence what a eity’s officer’s views may 
be with respect to. tariffs. canals 
and the other questions of national and State 
concern, provided he is a fit man to discharge 
the special duties with which he is charged, 
No man of sense doubts that the mixing up 
of these matters with general politics em- 
barrasses and prevents the selection of the 
best. men for municipal office. It is hurtful to 
city government and to general politics. It 
leads to deals and dickers, to political and 
municipal corruption, It makes spoils of 
business appointments. It gives opportunity 
to trading politicians to traffic with the city’s 
dearest interests for their capital in trade.

MONTREAL, Quebec, Jan. 1,—Ville Marie 
Convent, the mother house of the con grega- 
tion of nuns in Canada and the United States, 
is Just now passing through a session not of 
rejoicing, but rather of the deepest sorrow.

A BUSINESS BLOCK DESTROYED. 

MONTREAL, Quebec, Jan, 1.—The entire 
brigade was called out last night fora fire 
which started in Bauhemin & Alain’s five- 
story block on Gabrielle street. The proprie- 
tors were wholesale booksellers and station- 
ers, Owingto the intense cold the firemen 
had hard work in fighting the flames and the 
fire was allowed to burn itself down, The 
building isin ruins. The damage .is $400,000 
and the insurance $30,000. 

GAS-WORKS EXPLOSION. 

SHERBROOKE, Quebec, Jan. 1.—There was a 
serious explosion atthe gas-works here late 
last night, The force of the explosion tore 
out one _ side of thé building 
and the structure took fire. Charles Dins- 
more, an employe, was found half an hour 
after the explosion under a heavy iron door 
which had been blown some distance. He 
died from his injuries five minutes after being 
found. Another employe was fatally injured. 

THE HALIFAX FIRE. 

HALIFAX, Nova Scotia, Jan. 1.—The loss of 
J. W. Salterio, clothing dealer, who occupied 
the ground floor of the Globe Hotel, which 
was burned last night, is now estimated at 
$15,000, with $7,000 insurance. There were 
many narrow escapes, several persons hav- 
ing to leap from the windows. Iti believed, 
however, that no lives were lost.

It 
looks like lymph and produces the same 
marked reaction. The result has been most 
encouraging. Itis applied hypodermically. 
A number of phthisis patients at the Charity 
Hospital under treatment with the golden 
liquid for a week received a second injection 
yesterday, and a perceptible improvement is 
noted in each case. 

| THE GOLDEN REMEDY. 

In an interview y esterday the doctor talked 
about the new remedy. He said: 

‘*] have been using the liquid for some time 
in my private practice, and more recently, 
throngh Dr. Norris’ courtesy, in his ward of 
the Charity Hospital. I find that on adminis- 
tration of the remedy the results are practi- 
cally the same as those superinduced by the 
lymph of Prof. Koch. 

‘*Although I do not mean to say the com- 
pounds are the same in every respect,’’ con- 
tinued Dr, White, ‘‘I do believe the potent 
influence in each is due toa powerful jnor- 
ganic agent. The reason why I believe this is 
that Prof. Koch recommends that his fluid, 
when prepared for injection, should be 
mixed witha solution of carbolic acid. This 
administration would result ina neutraljza- 
tion or very material modification of any ef- 
fects which might be due to the presence of 
an organic ferment.’’

Nuts, Fruit, ‘Tobacco and Shawls Dis- 
tributed at the Poor-House—Pathetic 
_ Scenes Among the Unfortunate In- 
mates~-The Reception of the Ladies at 
the Female and City Hospitals. 


One of the most pleasing features of New 
Year’s Eve was the annual distribution of 
presents by the ladies of the* Flower Missjon 
at the Poor-house and hospitals. The efforts 
of the ladies toraise a sufficient amount of 
money to makea fine showing were not re- 
warded: to the full extent of their merit.

JO¥ AT THE POOR-HOUSE. 

Hardly had the carriages bearing the little 
tokens stopped before the Poor-house door 
when the windows became: fairly. lined with 
the faces of the inmates. They were looking 
for the visitors and their extreme eagerness 
could hardly be surpassed, Their 
antics and gestures of delight can 
milly compared to that of chil- 
iren whoare expecting the most gorgeous 
presents that they can imagine. Some 
smiled, others waved their handkerchiefs, 


while a few of the men hurrahed very lust- 
‘ily. Thecripple leaned up againstthe win- 
dow sill for support and. waved. his crutches 
to the ladies as atoken of welcome, Forthe 
time joy reigned.- The dependence and help- 
lessness was entirely forgotten, and aff lived 
for the present, which contained something 
pleasant—a token froma lifé and world from 
which most of them are forever ban- 
(ished. This treat comes but once a 
year, and pen will doubtless never tell 
the joy that is poured out by these poor peo- 
ple on these occasions. They seem to forget 
their surroundings for onceand enjoy them- 
selves thoroughly. Perhaps it is impossible 
tothoroughly comprehend such a situation 
except by actual experience. Ones day’s 
pleasure out ofthe entire 365 is not to be 
looked upon asa blessing by people who en- 
joy all the advantages imaginable, but to 
these people the day isa hallowed one in 
which the enjoyment of a whole year must be 
surpassed, 
DLSTRIBUTING THE FRUIT. 

There are fully 900 BB ome Any at the Poor- 
house, and they are every color and na- 
tionality, from every class and grade. When 
the baskets were brought in an mgt ae ag 
throng gathered round. Some wanted this, 
some that. The ladies had with them 900 
bags of nutsand candy, a large amount of 
tPoacco, nearly fifty pounds of reading mat- 
ier, and several shawls. 

First came the bags. Every department 
and ward was visited,and every person in the 
building was soon enjoying the fruit—all of 
them apparently commencing on the apples. 
Kvery person seemed to have some acknowl- 
edgment to make, either by a smile 
or ispoken thanks. Even in the  in- 
sane quarters the poor demented 
ple gave evidence of much enjoyment. From 
one end of the building to the other sounds of 
laughter resounded—everybody was enjoying 
themselves.

mutual characttr of their interests. He oc- 
cupies the upprr end of a marble throne 
shaped like a rafed platform and supported 
by carved lions.) He sits on is —s hee a 
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Marble Throre tn Palace Teheran. 


cushion of velvet embroidered with gems at 
his back, and fades the garden and the 
people. Files of |soldiers are ranged on 
either side of an immense tank between the 
avenues, and around them swarm the people. 

A jewelled pipe \s presented to the Shah 
which he smokes with geet before his sub- 
jects. One of the great court dignitaries then 
presents him with the congratulations of the 
season in the name of the people,to which the 

hah replies in a short speech given in his 
usual earnest, somewhat abrupt manner, but 
expressing the good will he entertains for his 
Persians and his desife for their welfare and 
prosperity. A t then advances withan 
ode prepared. for the occasion Which he re- 
cites in a loud sonorous chant that appears to 
give all present immense satisfaction. This 
over the Shah sententiously says ‘‘Marak- 
hus!’? which means ‘‘youhave leave to de- 
part,’’ and the audience breaks Bp. 

The following day, or, if a high wind be 
blowing, on the next calm day during the No 
Kooz the great annual horse races are held 
under the auspices of the Shah at the royal 
race course just outside of the city walls. He 
has a utiful pavilion there built in two 
stories with separate latticed baiconies for 
his wives. Spacious tents’ of embroidered 
stuffs ave spread around forthe benefit of the 
courtiers. The course Is circular, a little over 
amile long, andthe horses go around six 
times in each race. 

THE RACES 

are running matches,as trotting is not a 
favored gait with Oriental horsemen. The 
Shah enters a number of hors®@s and prizes 
are given, The Arabian stallion which he 
presented to the United States Legation, had 
won several prizes at those races and ever 
after, whenever he caught sightof the race 
course, it was difficult to hold him in, because 
he became so excitedat the memory of his 
former triumphs. 

When the state ceremonials and pageants 
of No Kooz are over then the people abandon 
themselves to unrestrained jollity and social 
intercourse. The bazars are cleared and. 
every one Keeps open house, having, accord- 
ing to his means, confectionery and sherbets 
spread on the rug or table of the reception- 
room forthe visitors who call to exchan . 
the com pines of the season. With t 
wealthy itisnosmall burden to entertain at 
No Koog for they must be on hand to receive 
visitors who announce their coming days in 
advance and also pay considerable sums tn 
fees.to the servants who bring gifts to them 
from other ntlemen, as well as distribute 
largesses to their own servants. 

The last day of. the No Koog is perhaps the 
most Dagens oad oping io: social life. Ajl

ToPpEeKA, Kan., Jan. 1.—Senator Ingalls is 
keeping open house to-day just opposite the 
Republican Headquarters at the Copeland, 
where he has engaged rooms, notfor any de- 
finite time, but it is pretty certain they will 
be tenanted by the tall Kansan until after the 
United States Senator is elected. 
He is not interviewable and Sen- 
ator Buchannon, his lieutenant, is 
imitating the reticence of his chief. He, 
however, proclaims his confidence that the 
long Senator will be his own successor. Asa 
matter of fact, however, the report which 
the Kansas delegation brought from the 
farmers’ convention at Ocala has intensified 
the opposition to Senator Ingalls and his de- 
feat now seems absolutely certain. The 
election of Irby in South Carolina has fur- 
nished the People’s party with an argument 
to prove that the Alliance is not a Democratic 
scheme arfd it is being wsed effectively. With 
the full Republican vote, Senator Ingalls will 
be eighteen short of.a majority on joint bal- 
lot and to be elected he must by some means 
get that number of, Democrats and Alliance 
men to come to his support. 
~ But he will not have the entire Republican 
strength tohelp him. There are at least five 
Republican Senators who have announced 
themselves opposed to him, and one of that 
number has come out flat-footed for the 
Alliance. One Republican member-elect of 
the House has a grievance against Ingalls, 
because the influence of one or two Govern- 
ment officers, who secured their positions 
through Ingalls, worked against him at the 
polls, and he holds Ingalls personally respon- 
sible for it, and will vote against him. This 
reduces Senator Ingalls’ Republican strength 
to 59, when 83 are necessary to his election. 
It does not seem possible that twenty-four 
members of the opposition parties can be in- 
duced by any means to bear the imputation of 
having accepted bribes, which will certainly 
be made against them if they. assist in re- 


electing Senator Ingalls. 
VERY CONFIDENT. 

With all ofthese overwhelming odds con- 
fronting them the Ingalls men claim to be 
confident of success. They say there is no 
pie why Alliance Republicans should not 

te ape their candidate. There are over 

rty of them who have been life-long Re- 
seaiionma and who were not instructed by the 
conventions which nominated them to op- 
pose or support any particular candidate for 
the Senate. It is from this portion of the op- 
position that Ingalls expects to gain the re- 
cruits necessary to him. 

The Republican headquarters have been 
kept open since the election and the commit- 
tee has been busily engaged in looking after 
the Senatorial campaign. The offices present 
almost as lively an appearance as they did 
when the recent campaign was at its height. 
Inasmuch as one of the ae of the 
People’s party, as set forth its platform, is 
opposition to caucus rule, the epublicans 
hope to prevent the nomination of a People’s 
party candidate for Senator. As there are 
many Alliance aspirants for the place they 
expect in this manner to so divide their forces 
that Ingalls’ election will follow the deadlock 
which they so fondly anticipate 

There is but little doubt that John F. Wil- 
lits, late candidate for Governor, is the 
strongest Allfance Senatorial possibility, and 
his friends claim that his fo tage is suffi- 
cient to give him a clear majorit inst all 
opponents in a rty caucus. s now in"* 
the city and will remain here until the close 
of the campaign, when he will be nh active 
work as National Lecturer of the Farmers’ 
Alliance, to which position he was elected by 
the Ocala Convention. -Should he realize his 
Senatorial aspirations he will continue to act

Wm. Peters will have reason to remember 
the first day of the year 1891, Peters is a line- 
man in the employ of the Western Union Tele- 


Co. He was sent about 
noon to-day to repair a ‘break 
in a wire and located the trouble 
a few yards east of Fourth street on the north 
side of Chestnut street. While on the sum- 
mit of a 40-foot pole hi8 right hand came jn 
contact with an electric-light wire, from | la 
wilich the insulation had _ peeled, 
received the full force of the shock and 
it was with difficulty that.he retained his po- 
} sition on the bole, His scream of agony at- 
tracted the attention of passers-by. They 
saw him sway unsteadily on the cross- 
piece and then extending his arms fall 
back upon the wires. His feat rested on the 
ecrosspiece, but his position was very in- 
secure. He was apparently unconscious, for 
after the first scream he uttered no sound, 
A COOL HEAD. 

The operator in the Fire’ Alarm Station at 
the Court-house saw a crowd gathering at the 
corner of Fourth and Chestnut streets, and 
seeing the man’s form in the _ wires 
surinised, the cause of the interest. He called 
up Minor B. Titsworth, a lineman, and told 
him of the trouble, Mr. Titsworth secured a 
short ladder and ran to the pole. 

The crowd about the foot of the pole was 
horrified at the sight of a man in the mesh of 
deadly wire, but no one seemed to know what 
ought to be done, Mr. Titsworth pressed 


through, planted his ladder against the pole 
and ran up.

The Fire Alarm operator sent a call to Third 
and Vine for a hook and ladder 
truck and to Chestnut street police 
station for a patrol wagon. 


The truck arrived a moment later, but it was 
of no use, as it was decided it would be easier 
to get Peters down with a rope. The patrol 
wagon was furnished with the rope 
required and it was passed up to 
Mr. Titsworth, by anumber of linemen who 
had been attracted to the scene. A loop was 
made and put around Peters under 
his arms. He was - then care- 
fully let down through the hands 
of the line until three policemen got hold of 
him and carried him to the patrol wagon, in 
which he was,taken to the City Dispensary. 
T THE DISPENSARY. 

From the time Peters was released from the 
wires until he arrived at the Dispensary he 
was dazed and trembling from head to foot. 
After a salve to allay the pain 
had been placed on his burns he quieted 
down and talked. A small thin red line 
across the palm of his right hand and the 


back of the little finger of the 
left hand was all that could 
be seen. The burns wérein appearance like 


those produced by a red hot wire on the skin. 
When asked how it happened Peters said: 
‘*] was up there repairing a Western Union 
wire and started to go down the pole again. 
I had my right leg over the top tree and 
lowered my left leg to the bottomtree. I 
spread out my arms and my hands touched 
two wires. I think they were fire alarm 
wires. 
FASTENED TO THE DEADLY WIRE. 

*‘*‘My hand cramped around the wires and I 
could not let go. hen it began toburn. I 
felt it all over my body, and it became so in- 


tense I must have fainted or become 
unconscious. When I recovered the 
wire was still burning me 


and I began to shout for help. Then the peo- 
ple called the office, but.it seemed as though 
they would never come, It burns yet, and I 
cannot keep from trembiing, but iI 
guess I’m all right now. I thought I 
was gone when I found I could not let go, and 
Il fell back ona guy wire, thinking I might 
break my hold on the live wire.

When the excitement of the moment passed 


off Peters began to feel th® pain of the 
burns more intensely. He was pale as 
a corpse and the pupils of his 


eyes had ditated to their limit, giving hima 
wild, hunted appearance. 
After his burns had been attended to he was 
sent home to spend the rest of New Year’s 
ay.

About the middle of this month a meeting of 
the Joint Conference Committee of the 
National League and American Association is 
to be held in New York city, and it will be the 
most notable gathering ever held in the hame 
of base ball.

ton Herald. 

| The committee around whose deliberations 

there is such an intense and universal inter- 
"cl est, consists of A. G. Spalding of Chicago, 
John R. Day of New YorkandC. J. Byrne of 
Brooklyn, representing the National League, 
and Allen G. Thurman of Columbus, Chris 
Von der Ahe of St. Louls and William Barnie 
of Baltimore, representing the American As- 

sociation. 

To these gentlemen have been weikinieg | the 
duty, by their respective organizations, of 
formulating a basis of agreement that shall 
happily unite all the factions that, during the 
season of 1890, were engaged in warring 
against each other, and which struck a disas- 
trous blow at the very existence of the great 
national e of base ball—the result of an 
ili-advised and greatly mismanaged revolt 
of players agajnst their former employers, 

The task to which these gentlemen have 
bent their energies the past two months is a 
formidable one, and one that commanded the 
wisest judgment and soundest diplomacy to 
successfully consummate.

THE RAILROADS. 


New Year’s Day Finds Presidents and 
Managers Still Fighting. 

NEW YORK, Jan.1.—The meeting of railroad 
presidents will be held here on the 8th inst., 
to consider certain matters in connection 
with the Presidents’ agreement. Yesterday 


President Miller of the Milwaukee & St. Paul, 
President Cable of the Rock Island, President 
Manvel of the Atchison, and Assistant General 
Traffic Manager Markham of the lllinois Cen- 
tral, as well as several leading attorneys 
of the roads mentioned, held 
a meeting in President Miller’s office at Chi- 
cago. The matters considered were the 
course to be agreed on for action by these 
roads at the Prestdents’ meeting and the 
bridge fight at Omaha. From pré@gent indica- 
tions the Jllinois Central and he Rock 
Island areinthe fight against the Union Pa- 
cific, which is waxing warm, the Wabash 
now being in it too. 

A total of 66,151 miles of road will - be repre- 
sented at the meeting, embracing fifteen 
gigantic systems, extending fromthe Lakes 
to the Pacific coast and from Manitoba to the 
Gulf of Mexico. These roads move 19,262,507, - 
791 tons of freight one mile and have freight 
earnings of $223,889,301 perannum. The point 
is made thatan increase in rates, or more 
properly a maintenance of established sched- 
ule rates of only one mill per ton per mife 
means anaddition to the gross revenues of 
these companies of $19,264, “hs val to nearly

STORY OF CARL SCHURZ. 


HOW HE EFFECTED THE ESCAPE OF A 
POLITICAL PRISONER, : 


He Went to the Fortress of Spandau 
Disguised as an Organ-Grinder to Re- 
lease Gottfried Kinkel—The Romance 
Which Followed. 

The Lyric Club eas rehearsing afew even- 

ings ago and one of the selections was ‘‘The 

Soldier’s Farewell,’’ a plece that is familiar, 

for everyone has sung jt until the soldier’s 

farewell has come to be much like 

Patti’s. However much it has been butchered, 

it is a beautiful musical composition, and 

during one of the intermissions Prof. W. M. 

Pommer, the director, said: 

‘*If you will look at the top of the page you 
will see that this piece was written by Johan- 
na Kinkel, a woman, and it is one of the very 
few pieces of music a woman ever wrote that 
is worth singing. It always recalls to me the 
story of Mrs. Kinkel’s husband’s imprison- 
ment and release, in which the celebrated 
Carl Shurz figured, going tothe prison in the 
guise of a hand organ grinder in order to com- 
municate with Kinkel.’’ 

And then Prof. Pommer told the story of 
the escapade in which Carl Schurz, ex- 
cabinet minister, journalist, philosopher 
and scholar, figured as an organ-grinder. 

A REVOLUTIONARY PROFESSOR. 

Gottfried Kinkel was a professor at Bonne 
and a man of learningand thought. He had 
given much attention to sociology, and 
eventually came tothe conclusion that there 
were many things in the laws and the 
Government which needed reforming, and 
under the Government in Germany the clitli- 
zens were not permitted to effect changes in 
a public and peaceful manner. Kinkel, feel- 
ing that they must be made by force if not 
otherwise, joined the revolutionists and in 
the , attempted uprising of 1849 he figured 
prominently. He was. arrested, of course, 
tried, of course, found guilty, of course, and 
of course sentenced to imprisonment. He 
was: committed to. the prison at the 
Fortress of Spandau of which the jailor 
was a disciplined sergeant of the 
army whose creed was duty, whose God was 
the commanding officer. Though a strict and 
rigid official in the @scharge of his duty he 
was by no means an unkindly or ungrateful 
man, and Kinkel’s imprisonment was not 
more unpleasant that it, per force, must be. 

The sergeant-jailer had a wife and child to 
whom he was passionately devoted. One day 
his child wastaken sick. Ithada malignant 
disease, and soon after it first showed the 
symptons of the malady it became desper- 
ately sick. Spandau is about twenty miles 
from Berlin, and the Sergeant sent to Berlin 
for a physician of- prominence, who, he 
thought could save his child. 
could not affordto pay the physician a fee 
commensurate with his services, scarcely any 
at all in fact, but that did not deter the doc- 
tor. He attedned the little one faithfully, 
and finally by means of his skill and careful- 
ness he saved the child’s life. The jailor was 
gratified beyond measure and tdld the doctor 
that any time he could serve him he would do 
it, even at tke risk of his own life, to show his 
appreciation of the services that had been 
rendered him. The doctor did not call on him 
then, but this offer was not forgotten. 

SCHURZ IN BERLIN. 

Carl Schurz then appeared in Berlin, 
dressed as a Hungarian student. He wasa 
student and attended college there. The 
physician who had saved the jailor’ 's child 
was a revolutionist, and so was Schurz. 
Schurz had a mission ‘and the doctor knew it. 
They thoroughly understood each other. He 
lived. in the doctor’s house, and there they 
discussed their plans. Schurz had been a 
student at Bonne, and Kinkel had been one 
of his professors. Schurz was much attached 
to him, and he was determined to rescue him 
from prison if possible. They devised several 
schemes, but a dozen were finall thrown

SCHURZ’S DISGUISE. 
ee Schurz and the doctor went down to 
Spandau carryinga bundle. They had pre- 
viously made arrangements to. have a car- 
riage in waiting and relays of horses be- 
tween Spandau and the Mechlenburg frontier, 
which is a ride of about ten hours. The phy- 
siclan remained some distance from the 
Fortress and Carl Schurz, dressed as an organ 
grinder, with :his hand- organ swinging from 
a strap and hanging from his shoulder, ap- 
prose ed the prison with the bundle under 
1isarm. The bundle was quietly smuggled 
to the jailor who was directed to give it to the 
prisoner.Then Schurz began playing his organ 
in the prison yard and took his stand 
directiy under the window of Kinkel’s 
cell. Kinkel had been notified to 
be on the look out and when he heard the 
music he went to the window; with an ac- 
companiment ofa hand organ, Carl Schurz 
related to Kinkel the details of the plan. The 
bundle passed in was an Officer’s uniform. 
Kinkel was to pe itonand with the assist- 
ance ofthe jailor pass out of the jail and 
through the inner guard ofthe garrison. He 
was then to join the doctor and Schurz at the 
rendesvous. Having informed Kinkel,Schurz 
joined the physician and they waited 

THE ESCAPE. 

The jailor was true to his promise. He 
opened the doors and Kinkel walked out, 
dressed as an officer inthe Prussian army. 
With the Sergent-jailor’s assistance he easily 
passed the inner guard, and it was not diffi- 
cult then to get outside the fortress, because 
discipline was somewhat relaxed on account 
of the celebration, and for. this reason also 
the presence ofa strange officer did not at- 
tract attention. Away from the fortress, 
Kinkel joined Schurz and the doctor and they 
hastened to the. carriage. Once inside, 
the lash was put to the horses and away 
they dashed. he carriage rolledaway at a 
terrific speed and never stopped once except 
to change horses when therelays were met. 
At last, after ten hours’ hard riding, the fu- 
gitive and hfs friends arrived at the Mechien- 
burg border, crossed the line and’ were com- 
paratively’ safe. Kinkel afterwards kept 
“— quiet, but remained in Europe. 

»f course the escape created a tremendous 
amount of excitement, for a professor of 
Bonne, convicted of beinga leader inan at- 
tempted revolution and sentenced toa lion 
term of years in | tp wi ao a prisoner o 
importance and his esca was soon discov- 
A searching invest wation followed. 

A ROMANCE. 

Of course the jailer was found out and he 
confessed to his share in the escape without 
giving the names of those who were asso- 
ciated with him, though the Government 
found out that Schurz, the student, was the 
leader. The jailer was dismissed the army 
and sentenced to imprisonment for three 

ears. He served out his sentence, and when 
1e was released Kinkel’s friends bought for 
him a small estate on which he lived very 
comfortably and happily to the end of his life. 

Of course in a story of such dramatic inter- 
est there there ought to be a romance and 
the romance is not lacking in this one, 

After the escape of Kinkel, Schurz found 
that Germany was nota safe place for him 
and he did not dare attempt to leave, for 
that would certainly lead to his arrest. He 
made his way to Hamburg, where there was 
a very wealthy family named Meyer, the 
members of which were all in sympathy with 
the revolutionary movement. Schurs 
reached their house and remained con- 
cealed there- for sé@veral months, One 
member of the family who assisted him 
a in hiding was the daughter of the 

ouse, Miss Meyer, and during the months 
they spent under the same roof, under cir- 
cumstances which brought out their stronger 
emotions, Miss Meyer fell desperately in love 
with the daring young stuflent, and he was no 
less an adorer of her charms. He told her of 
his affection and learned from her that it was 
returned, and when at last Schurz found an 
opportunity tocome to America he left Ger- 
many, was joined by Miss Meyer, and Mr. and 
Mrs. Carl Schurz safled for the land of the 
H hed where he was destined to win distinc.
